MORE SECRET MOVES 
TO AID JEWS TOLD 
IN HOUSE TESTIMONY

WASHINGTON. — The Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
this week approved a resolution urging President Roosevelt to 
establish a commission of diplomatic, economic and military ex- 
perts to “save the surviving Jewish people of Europe.” The reso- 
lution is identical with one introduced in the House, but is not 
concurrent with the House resolution which has apparently been 
killed by the House Foreign Affairs Committee after the testimony 
given there by Assistant Secretary of State Breckinridge Long.

WASHINGTON—The attitude of the United States Government 
towards the Palestine problem was defined by Assistant Secretary of 
State Breckenridge Long during his testimony before the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs on the question of the rescue of Jewish 
and other peoples in Nazi-occupied territory, it was learned here when 
further portions of his testimony were made public. 

“The American Government,” Mr. Long declared, “is not entirely 
obtuse about Palestine, or is not disinterested in the situation that is 
developing there. We have been interested and we will continue tu 
be interested from the point of view of large aspects of worid 
security and of world peace, as well as the rights of humans and 
humanitarian sympathies and the religious sentiments involved.” 

The Assistant Secretary of State also revealed that at one time 
the United States Government tried to get Jews out of Rumania to 
Palestine by railroad instead of by boat. “The Turkish Government,” 
Mr. Long disclosed, “took the position that these people could pass 





Can Deal Directly With Nazis to Rescue Jews 
By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

WASHINGTON—Direct negotiations with the Germans for 
the release of Jews and other persecuted peoples can be under- 
taken by the Intergovernmental Committee on Refugees under a 

~new~-mandate now awaiting approval by 49 United Nations and 
neutrals. 

This is an authoritative interpretation given here of the text 
made public last week by Assistant Secretary of State Brecken- 
ridge Long and Chairman Sol Bloom of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives. Ordinarily, warring na- 
tions only approach one another through neutral intermediaries. 

Whether the Germans will deal with an international body that 
includes their enemies is another question. According to the best 
opinion available here, they will probably refuse. But at least 
an attempt will be made. 





in transit through that small part of Turkey which lies between the 
Straits and Bulgaria. It would give them access to Istanbul, and 
that was the way we happened to get into this kind of transportation; 
but finally the German Government heard about it and interferred and 
prevented it.” 

The United States Government, Mr. Long further revealed, is con- 
tinuing its efforts through a neutral government to get 20,000 Jewish 
children out of Germany and German-held territory. The neutral gov- 
ernment concerned has asked the German Government to permit it 
to take these children out of the Reich to its own territory, and has 
suggested that these children be selected by some charitable or other 
appropriate organizations in Germany, This neutral government, how- 
ever, has not as yet received a reply from Berlin, Mr. Long said, but 
the proposal still stands, although the German Government has not 
indicated that it will accept it. 

U. S. Pushes Plan for Removing 100,000 Children from Axis Lands 

The Assistant Secretary of State spoke of a plan now being sup- 
ported by the United States Government “for removing children tem- 
porarily from Axis-held territory to neutral countries in varying 
numbers up to a maximum of 100,000 for rehabilitation in those coun- 
tries where they could get food and where we could put the food 
where the children could be nourished and brought back to somethinz 
like a normal state of physical well being.” 

He also revealed that the United States Government offered to 
make a generous contribution to Sweden “in’connection with her re- 
ception of Jews and other people from Denmark” but the Swedish 
Government said she did not think it was necessary. She thought 
it was an obligation of the Swedish Government, and she did not 
even want contributions from the Danish Government-in-Exile,” Mr. 
Long added. 

Balkan Governments Warned Against Mistreatment 

Continuing his testimony on the activities of the United States 
in connection with rescuing Jews from Nazi territory, Assistant Sec- 
retary Long disclosed that America and Britain have jointly, through 
the Swiss Government, warned Balkan governments against mistreat- 
ment of Jews. The warning, he added, was “the strongest document 
that the State Department ever sent.” At the same time, the United 
States Government offered to help Switzerland, “as far as our econo-

through Turkey. He revealed that the United States Government 
allocated $300,000 for this transfer. “There was a proposal, he related, 
“that two ships would be chartered; they would leave a port on the 
Black Sea and go to Turkey, from where the refugees would go di- 
rectly to Palestine. They would carry 5,000 Jewish children. When 
they called me one morning, we could not find money to underwrite 
this. It is an expensive proposition when it comes to moving a lot 
of people and paying for their transportation and their keep en route. 
The estimated cost was about a half million dollars for this one trip. 
In the course of the day I could not secure funds. I approached the 
White House and got an allocation of $300,000 or so much as might 
be necessary to defray the expenses on the part of the United States, 
which would be one-half. 

“Unfortunately, although we had the money and were ready, the 
project could not be accomplished because the German Government, 
in the last analysis, got wind of it and stopped the movement of 
ships and told the Rumanian Government she was not to be a party to 
any such movement.” 


U. S. Ready to Put Up $4,000,000 to Feed Jews.

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The Editor’s Chair: 

One of those things that happen 
once in the lifetime of a newspa- 
per materialized this week when 
Will Welber, South Bend Jewish 
leader, subscribed to The Post for 
every Jewish family in that city 
not already a subscriber. That 
meant something around 330 new 
subscriptions, which when added 
to the 99 subscribers we already 
had in South Bend, gives us com- 
plete coverage in the state’s sec- 
ond largest Jewish community. 

Mr. Welber made the gesture as 
a Chanukah gift to his fellow 
townspeople.

Wolf, Wolf at the Wrong Time 


F THE statements on Palestine in the secret 

testimony now made public of Undersecretary 
of State Breckenridge Long were disappointing 
on some points, there is reason for satisfaction 
in the moves of this nation’s government in ame- 
liorating the condition of the Jews of Europe. 
The revelation of the negotiations entered into 
with neutral and Axis-controlled nations to save 
the doomed Jews of Europe are certainly as much 
as has been asked for. 

That nothing has thus far been accomplished 
is the unfortunate status of all these moves, but 


it cannot be said that the warning to the Axis 
satellites have not been effective. 

There is no need to desist in demands for im- 
mediate action, but name calling certainly seems 
to be unwarranted. 

Thus the views of those Jewish leaders criti- 
cising the State Department and Undersecretary 
Long must be considered undiplomatic and short- 
sighted Let us not become so wrapped up in our 
causes as to be unable to recognize beneficient 
actions lest we be caught in the trap of hollering 
“wolf! wolf!” at the wrong time. 


Too Good a Description to Be Overlooked 


N one of Samuel Grafton’s articles which we 

are not printing (he writes six a week and 
we choose the one we want), there is this sen- 
tence: “To have unity, we must put conflicting 


points of view in one government.” This fits the 
case of the American Jewish Committee and the 
American Jewish Conference too nicely to be 
overlooked. 


Friday Night Belongs to New Year’s Eve 


EW YEAR’S EVE this year falls on Friday 

night and a self-respecting Jewish community 
would almost as if by nature shift its celebration 
of the occasion to New Year’s night. But just 
as a reminder, The Post would like to indicate 
that if you are going to indulge in the thoreughly 
pagan celebration, then you have no other alter- 
native but to attend synagogue services first. 
Not to be cynical, but just realistic, if that course 
is followed, our synagogues will be full to over- 


flowing that night, for not only have two cele- 
brations been announced locally, that of Broad- 
moor Country Club, which is Jewish, and that 
of the Pi Lambda Phi Fraternity at Bloomington, 
but I presume our leaders of Jewish groups 


throughout the state are not overlooking the 
occasion either just because it happens to fall on 
an evening when some very pious people go to 
synagogue.

Rantin’ Rankin On Rampage Against Jews 
Again, Congregaion Rodeph Shollom Bulletin 
(Bridgeport, Conn.) Says: The House of Rep- 
resentatives has once again been subjected to 
one of Representative Rankin’s delectable anti- 
Semitic tidbits. Rantin’ John Rankin, whose 
anti-Semitic outburst some months ago was 
followed by the death of a fellow Congressman 
Edelstein from a heart attack after an answer 
to the former’s tirade, is on the loose again. 
Only this last time he muffed the ball. 

The springboard for this particular attack 
was the soldier-vote issue, which Rantin’ J. 
opposes bitterly. To bolster his stand, he ap- 
parently tried to show that not a single “decent” 
American is among those advocates of the soldier- 
vote who wrote him protesting his substitute 
bluff-bill, which would put the vote in the bury- 
ing hands of the individual states. Rankin 
sneeringly read out the list, with not a single 
“Aryan” on it: Kapnik, Reisman, Liebowitz, 
Lowenstein, Siegal, Rothman, Priess, Surowitz, 
Zibman and Rubenstein. 

That was unfair. Unfair because he left out 
the names of the non-Jews—and there must 
have been quite a few—who wrote to him in 
the same vein. It was unfair—because why 
should the honor-roll be limited only to Jews? 
Being on Rankin’s hate list is no mean-testi- 
monial to an individual’s love of democracy and 
willingness to stand up and be counted as an 
enemy of the home-grown as well as foreign 
variety of fascist. 

Perhaps, some day, when the issue between 
the Rankins and democracy comes to be tried— 
and decided—by the returning veterans—we'll 


look back to Rankin’s latest tirade and thank 
him for it. For there, black on white, will be 
an incontrovertible answer to the “It’s all the 
Jew’s fault” sort of talk. The returning voteless 
veterans will remember that it was Rankin who 
slyly did them out of their votes, and it was 
quite a group of Rothmans, and Rubensteins who 
wrote him angry letters and tried to save that 
vote for them. . 

And it still isn’t too late to frustrate Rankin 
—letters to Congressmen are read—and enough 
letters may very well do the trick.

They have every chance 
to redeem themselves for the wrong they com- 
mitted against themselves and against the entire 
Jewish community of Norwich. Finally, we 
would like to call upon all those who always teil 
us that at heart they are good Jews—to give 
concrete expression of their “cardiac” feelings. 
Let us resolve in unison to keep the stores closed 
Friday evening.

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URGES ESCAPE CAMPS FOR FLEEING JEWS 


QUESTIONS ON POSSIBILITIES er SAVING DOOMED THOUSANDS ANSWERED ON: RADIO 


By DEAN ALFANGE 

First, I want to thank Station 
WMCA tor its fine public spirit 
in making this time available to 
the Kmergency Committee to Save 
the Jewish People of Europe. Only 
two major stations in the city oi 
New York have refused either to 
sell or give radio time for this 
humanitarian cause. They claim 
that the question of saving the 
Jews of Europe is controversiai, 
though I have never been able to 
discover as to whom it is contro- 
versial except, of course, Hitler 
and his Nazi executioners. I men- 
tion this fact because I believe the 
public should be enlightened as to 
how our constitutional guarantee 
of Free Speech, which is as much 
the right to listen as the right to 
speak, may sometimes be abridged 
by -private institutions. 

In the course of my public ad- 
dresses on this subject, I have 
been asked many questions. To- 
night I shall try to answer some 
of them. Most people, I find, are 
puzzled as to how any part of the 
four million Jews trapped in Hit- 
ler-dominated territory can be res- 
cued. The task is difficult, to be 
sure, yet it can be accomplished. 
There are now 1,500,000 Jews in 
the Axis satellite states of Bul- 
garia, Rumania, Hungary and 
Vichy-France. More than two 
million Jews resided in these 
countries at the outbreak of the 
war, but over 600,000 were since 
deported, to the Reich and to Po- 
land, where they were either shot, 
drowned, burned to death, or as- 
phyxiated by poison gas. These 
shipments of human beings to 
Nazi slaughter houses took place

at Hitler’s orders and reached 
their peak at a time when Ger- 
man military fortunes were in the 
ascendant. The military picture 
is now reversed. The Satellites 
know that their. ultimate defeat is 
inevitable.

U. S. Warning Would 
Save Thousands 


Thus, there is every reason to 
believe that, once Congress passes 
the pending Resolution to effec- 
tuate the rescue of the Jewish 
people, these nations will heed our 
warning to stop thse deportations, 
and in this way the battle will be 
half won before we even start. I 
cannot stress too strongly the tre- 
mendous psychological influence 
which the mere passage of this 
Resolution would exert. Our de- 
claration of resolve, in and of it- 
self, would save thousands of lives. 
After the notice is served upon 
the culprits and their accessories, 
the Rescue Commission appointed 
by the President, would then ne- 
gotiate with Soviet Russia, Tur- 
key, Switzerland, Sweden, Portu- 
gal, Spain and the French Nation- 
al Committee of Liberation for the 
establishment, in territories under 
their control, of reservation camps 
into which all escaping Jews can 
be brought for temporary shelter 
and care. The next step would 
be to effect arrangements with 
Turkey whereby the victims could 
be carried on Turkish vessels from 
Bulgarian and Rumanian Black- 
Sea ports to temporary rescue 
camps in Turkey, Soviet Russia, 
and the Levant states. From 
these countries there is a natural 
land bridge, over which they could 
also be taken to Palestine and to 
reservation camps that would be 
established under our supervision

Jews might escape to safety. Up 
to the present moment these doors 
have been double locked and bolted 
not from the inside, as one would 
expect, but from the outside, by 

the neutral and United Nations. 

I have also been asked to ex- 
plain why this proposed plan of 
rescue should not embrace all the 
oppressed peoples of Europe. The 
answer is simple. They are not 
sentenced to death. The Jews are. 

Given food and medicine, the 
Norwegians, the Czechs, the Yu- 
goslavs and the Greeks would pre- 
fer to remain in their own home 
than to be placed in a reservation 
camp in some foreign country. The 
Resolution before Congress does 
not propose that we or any other 
country open its doors to unre- 
stricted immigration for perma- 
nent residence. It proposes only 
to save lives and give temporary 
asylum until a plan of resettle- 
ment and rehabilitation can be 
worked out at the termination of 
hostilities. 

At the present time the Jews of 
Europe are not refugees. They 
are potential refugees if we save 
them. They are potential corpses 
if we abandon them. For one can- 
not become a refugee until his life 
is first saved. 

In my conversations with Sec- 
retary of State Hull and the State 
Department, and in my appearance 
before the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee of the House of Represen- 
tatives, I have urged that there 
is nothing in common between the 
refugee problem and the problem 
of saving lives, and that our gov- 
ernment’s insistence upon treating 
them as one has been a source of 
tragic consequences. 

I have also been questioned as 
to whether there is any precedent 
to support our proposed action to 
save a whole race of people from 
threatened extinction. Frankly, 
I don’t care whether there is or 
not. But for those who are com- 
forted by such knowledge, let me 
say that there is ample precedent. 
As a matter of fact it has been the 
traditional policy of our country 
to help people in distress and our 
failure in this instance is the first 
departure from such policy. In

AN AMERICAN SOLDIER TELLS HIS EXPERIENCE 
IN A LETTER TO HIS PARENTS 








Deat Folks: 
It’s rather late tow but I feel 
like writing. The sky is almost 


light even though it is night, for 


the moon is bright and the stars 
are in splendid array. There’s a 


peaceful feeling here and I feel 


content. 

This evening one of our Lieu- 
tenants took a group of us who 
wished to go, into “town” for the 
express purpose of going to an 
Orthodox Friday night service. 
From his description of the syn- 
agogue and of the service, I was 
quite anxious to go. At about three 
we gathered our forces and set out. 

It was a beautiful ride into 
“town” and I felt like a rubber- 
neck tourist looking first to the 
tight and then to the left, excited 
by all that I saw. The Arabs 
grinned at us giving us their V 
for Victory sign while they squat- 
ted by the roadside with their 
sheep and cattle. We drove into 
town, while the Lieutenant acted 
as a guide, pointing out the va- 
rious points of interest. Our truck 
took us to the edge of the native 
quarter where we stopped. The 

' synagogue itself was right on the 
edge of the native quarter. You 
had to take about four or five 
steps into the native quarter, to 
arrive at the synagogue door. As 
in most places in town, the outside 
of the building looked old and 
dirty, but upon stepping past the 
threshold, we came into another 
world. I have seen the setting for 
Orthodox services in the States, 

| but that did not prepare me for 
what I beheld. This was full of 

Oriental pageantry. The service 

was in progress and while the 
tabbi chanted we found our seats 
up front. The Shamus, after show- 
ing us to our seats handed us 
prayer books, which unlike the 
prayer books I am used to, were 
entirely in Hebrew, and I felt lost 

| immediately, but as long as I 
could not follow the service in its 
inner meanings, I determined to 
take in all of its outer coverings. 
First, I focused my attention on 
the Shamus. He was something 
out of the Middle Ages. He walked 
around during the services keep- 
ing silence, which he invoked by 
striking two wooden blocks. He 
made us uncross our legs after 
we had settled comfortably in our 
Seats, and he was forever shoosh- 
ing the little boys who were going 
through their prayers right in 
front of the raised dais. His cos- 
tume was fantastic. He wore a 
long robe and a hat that looked 
a if it belonged to Sir Joseph 
Porter in His Majesty’s Ship Pina- 

fore. He had a chain around his 
neck which dangled as he walked 

"Xp and down the aisle attending 

to his duties. 

_ The walls and ark were shaped 

™ Oriental arcs, exquisitely decor- 
ated, while the front of the ark 

Was covered with a rich, red ma- 

terial. The dais had carved pieces 


f wood for decoration and was a 
Magnificent sight. During a slight 
in the service I was able to 


look about and I saw in the rear 
a baleotiy which was partly hidden 
by iron workirig. Here the woni- 
en sat where none could see, bit 
their high voices could be heard 
many times during the service. In 
front of me three little boys sat 
reading their Hebrew with the 
greatest of ease. They seemed to 
be enjoying the service tremend- 
ously and whenever they felt that 
one of us had lost his place, they 
immediately popped up (continuing 
to recite the service by heart) and 
located the passage for us. The 
little fellow in front of me had 
one tooth missing and a large vein 
in his throat stuck out every time 
he sang a high note, but he knew 
every word. The entire congrega- 
tion took a paternal interest in our 
party and as only one of our num- 
ber could read Hebrew the rest of 
us just stared at the prayer books 
and tried to look intelligent. The 
congregation members were only 
too anxious to point out the places 
in the book at which they were 
now reciting and I found it ex- 
pedient to follow the man next to 
me who conveniently kept his fin- 
ger on the word being sung and by 
the characters, which I vaguely re- 
member, I was able to find the 
place in my own book, therefore 
turning the page when I came to 
the bottom of it. The service gave 
me a most unusual feeling. At 
first I felt a distinct stranger to 
these people, but as the evening 
progressed, I felt more and more 
that I was with them—one entity.

They hated to see us go, and I 
can assure you that we hated to 
part without sampling of their 
hospitality. It was almost hum- 
orous as we tried to apologizez for 
not accepting their kind invita- 
tions, when we all forgot the words 
for the expression, “I’m afraid I’ll 
have to refuse.” It came out in a 
sort of gibberish, but they under- 
stood, and were extremely nice 
about it. 


Now it is very late and the C. Q. 
through whose courtesy I am us- 
ing this typewriter has already 
told me that he’d like to retire, 
so I shall have to say good-night.

I'd Rather Be Right 


By Samuel Grafton——__! 





T IS an odd thing, but the de Gaulle movement, to which we have 
given only a grade B recognition, is going to turn out to be the 
strongest of the “exiled” govering agencies in the end. 

Look what we tried to do for King Peter’s Yugoslav government- 
in-exile! We have held it to our bosoms, we have coddled it with 
recognition, we have surrounded it with our ministers, we have signed 
treaties with it. 

It Is Breathing Hard 

Yet it is breathing with difficulty. On some evenings it hardly looks 
as if it will last out the night. Two years ago it was the symbol of 
Yugoslav unity. Now, no matter how we rub it up, it will not shine. 

What is this mysterious power which seems to mock our choices 
among exiles? It is, of course, the plain people of Europe. Behind 
the enemy lines, in Yugoslavia, they have formed themselves into the 
Partisan movement. It is a movement broad enough to include every- 
body from Communists to priests. As it has broadened, with its 
promise of a federated democratic Yugoslav state, the government 
of King Peter, though a thousand miles away, has shrunk. The people 
of Yugoslavia have been able to knock Peter down in London, though 
they themselves seemed to be prisoners of the Germans. In spite 
of Hitler they have, in effect, voted; they have voted by fighting, 
they have voted by organizing. The plain people of Yugoslavia 
have turned out to be strong enough to veto the plans of both their 
enemies and their friends. They can control events in London, even 
while Hitler is sitting on them. 

Nameless Men Said “No!” 

In much the same way, we have hugged and kissed, eherished and 
admired the Greek government of King George. We have recognized 
it; have stamped it with our Great Seals; we have made it as legal 
as a Bank of England note. 

And nothing could have seemed less legal, or more feeble than the 
opposition to King George in Greece. It consists of at least two, 
maybe three, guerrilla movements, starved by the Germans and cur- 
rently engaged in fighting each other. But because none of these move- 
ments wants King George back, the same cloud that hangs over Peter's 
head now hangs over George’s, too. King George of Greece has had 
to promise to abide by a plebiscite after the war, and Anthony Eden 
has expressed his gratification over this decision. The hungry people 
of Greece have held a kind of shadow: election, too; and great men 
of empire are yielding to the result of it. 





It is only a few months since Winston Churchill declared, in a ° 


speech, that he favored the restoration of. both Kings Peter and 
George. He held one of these monarchs high, in each hand, in public. 
His decisions have been revised by nameless men in the Balkans who 
do not have a spare pair of drawers they can call their own. 

A Business With a Future 

And de Gaulle, whom we have never fully recognized, becomes more 
legal by the minute. The stone that the builders rejected is sitting 
pretty. That is because the French people want him; an unofficial rea- 
son, my masters, but a conclusive one. 

I offer these data to the heavily liberal thinkers among us, who 
keep nudging each other with the dismal question: “What are we 
going to do with Europe?” Europe is a political nothing, they moan; 
it is a nullity, a vacuum; it is the hole in the power doughnut. 

Relax, kids. The plan for Europe is going to come out of Europe. 
We couldn’t dream it up, anyway. Could we, by taking thought, have 
invented the Partisans? Europe created them, while we were con- 
cocting meaningless new federations, etc. 

Our sole power over the future of Europe is the power to join with 
the right movements. When we try to join the wrong ones, we find 
ourselves with no power. And I’m that kind of a democrat, for I think 
being that kind of a democrat is a business with a future.

1906 President Theodore Roosevelt

The limitation of time prevents 
me from citing additional prece- 
dents, so I now proceed to the last 
question. Many people have asked 
me what they can do to help in the 
present crisis. As you know, a 
Resolution is now pending in both 
Houses of Congress, providing for 
the establishment by the President 
of a Commission to effectuate the 
rescue of the Jewish people of 
Europe. The important thing right 
now is to have this Resolution pass 
in its present form and not de- 
feated or weakened by amend- 
ment.

If 
this Resolution passes without re- 
strictive amendments, as I hope 
it will be, the credit will be large- 
ly due to the plain everyday peo- 
ple who have’ supported this hu- 
mane movement without fear, stint 
or reservation. It is to you men 
and women that we owe our grati- 
tude and appreciation and it is to 
you that this report is made.

Last week was one of those 


banner weeks for The Post. In 
addition to the boon that came to 
the paper in the gift of Mr. Wel- 
ber of South Bend, which is ex- 
plained in “The Editor’s Chair,” 
we also landed the H. P. Heinz 
account.

Then another 
satisfying occurrence. A _ local 
Jewish wholesaler subscribed to 
The Post for twenty of his retail 
Jewish accounts as a Chanukah 
gift. A few more instances like 
this, (and I know of one which 
if it goes through will be the big- 
gest thing of its kind) and The 
Post’s staff will be able to eat 
three times a day. 

The impatience of some people! 

When Herb Backer got his hon- 
orable discharge from the army, 
he broke the news of his ap- 
proaching wedding and planked 
down $3.00 for a subscription to 
The Jewish Post, the two finest 
things he could have done, al- 
though I would hate to have to 
say which is the finer. That must 
have been nearly six months ago. 
Then when we drove down to- 
gether to the Purdue-Indiana 
game and the Hillel Dedication at 
Bloomington, he wanted to know 
why his paper wasn’t being sent 
to him. Before that and since, 
he has called me several times 
about the same question. And now 
he sends me a Chanukah card 
signed, Shirley and Herb Backer, 
and: “Now may we have our Jew- 
ish Post.” Tell you what I'll do, 
Herb. Let me know when you 
have your first baby. and I'll 
see what I can do about getting 
The Post to you. 

Harry Joseph, he of the adver- 
tising fame, is one of our closest 
critics and best news sources. This 
time he sends in an item which he 
calls a lesson in real friendship. 
I let him tell it himself: “When 
Dave Rochman knew he was going 
into the service, he offered to sell 
his car to Abe Wald for $600.00. 
Abe knew it was worth more and 
told Dave so. Dave insisted that 
he wanted him to have it. Abe 
finally agreed but before paying 
for the car advertised it and found 
a buyer for $795. He turned the 
entire proceeds’ over to Dave. 
Dave is among the first of our 
young Jewish fathers to be called 
to the colors.” 

Rabbi Chodos is chairman of the 
local committee now being estab- 
lished to fight the implementation 
of the White Paper, which, as you 
know, stops all Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine in March, 1944. 
The National Jewish Welfare 
Board, through its president Frank 
Weil, issued a statement calling 
on all its local affiliates to join in 
any action of this kind, so I called 
J. J. Kiser, who is chairman of the 
Army and Navy Committee of the 
Jewish Welfare Board. He said he 
hadn’t heard from national as yet, 
but he would be glad to join in 
any joint action, and that every- 
body he knew of would be glad to 
help, too. The Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, through 
its executive secretary, Rabbi 
Maurice Eisendrath, issued the 
same kind of appeal to all the Re- 
form Congregations in the United 
States, and I called Dr. Harry Ja- 
cobs on the same matter. He said 
the Indianapolis Hebrew Congre- 
gation has a meeting on January 4, 
and although he neither had any 
official word from the Union, he 
Would see that this matter was
